A sound agricultural program 
must be based on the use of crops 
that thrive under the existing con- 
ditions, the development of prac- 
tices that will control or decrease 
crosion while permitting the use 
of the land, and the adaptation of 
these practices to the financial 
condition of the farmers-in a spe- 


A program that aims at substi- 
luting erosion-resisting crops such 
4S oats or barley, for a clean cul- 
tivated crop, 48 corn, or that pro- 
vides for a cash crop and a forage 
crop on the same land the same 
year, as the rotation of oats and 
lespedeza, is not only economically 
sound but is a step toward preseryv- 


Such a program that requires 
only a minimum cash outlay is 
preferred to one that calls for a 
relative heavy outlay, and while

Any number of rotations may

LESSON T 
GOLDEN 'T T- 
how ye hear.—Luke 8:18. 


“He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear,” cried Jesus as He taught 
the parable of the sower. Thus He 
reveals the heart of the lesson—that 
it is the hearing of the Word of 
y0d, and the manner in which it is 
heard that determines the destiny of 
men, 

One may hear and yet not hear at 
all. Some who imagine themselves 
deaf have perfect hearing, but are 
so preoccupied with their own 
thoughts that they do not grasp what 
they hear. To be in such a state as 
far as spiritual things are concerned 
is desperately serious. Jesus cries 
to you, “If you have ears, hear the 
Word of God." 

A parable is an earthly story re- 
lating common things of life to il- 
lustrate and present heavenly truth 
regarding the spiritual life. Para- 
bles are simple, but profound. A 
parable does not need interpreta- 
tion, but it does need application. 
The parable of the sower, or rather 
of the four kinds of soil, presents 
the hearers of God's Word as being 
like four different fields. 

I. The Wayside (vv. 5 and 12), 

Through the fields of Palestine ran 
well-beaten paths, so hard from 
many footsteps that no seed could 
find lodgment and grow. The hearts 
of men are like that, with the world 
rolling its heavy wheels over the 
roads of our thinking. Sin and world- 
ly pleasure add their bit, and the 
din and clatter of unwholesome or 
nonsensical radio programs cut their 
paths across our lives, 

Little wonder that so much of the 
Word of God which we do hear is 
picked up by the devil's own birds 
and carried away. Let's break up 
the hard ground of our life’s way- 
side, 

II, The Rocky Ground (vv. 6 and 
13). 

Here we have the shallow soil on 
the rocky ledge, where seeds grow 
as if in a hothouse, but wither when 
the steady heat of the summer sun 
comes upon them. 

Shallow hearers are those who re- 
ceive the word with joy, are car- 
ried away with emotional enthusi- 
asm, and seem to be most promis- 
ing as followers of Christ until the 
real temptations and trials of life 
come, and then they are gone. They 
are like the soldier who enjoys wear- 
ing the uniform and marching in the 
parade past the reviewing stand 
with bands playing and flags flying, 
but who deserts his post when his 
company goes into battle. Surely 
none of us wants to be that kind of 
a hearer of God’s Word, 

WI, The Thorny Ground (yy. 7 
and 14). 

The soil was good, the seed found 
its place to live and grow, but no 
one kept down the weeds, and they, 
as usual, got the best of the good 
seed, 

Note carefully in verse 14 what 
are the destructive thorns and weeds 
in the spiritual garden, The very 
things people in our day most seek 
—riches and pleasure—are_ the 
things which choke spirituality. 
Watch them and root them out. 

Observe also that the “cares” of 
this world are the weeds of the dev- 
il, How they do press upon us and 
hinder our spiritual growth. A man 
testified that while he had attended 
church for 20 years he had never 
heard a sermon because he was 
always thinking about his business. 
How about you? 

WV. The Good Ground (yy, 8 and 
15). 

The harvest comes from the good 
soil, and how it does rejoice the 
husbandman as it brings forth even 
up to a hundred fold, 

The hearers of the Word who are 
thus fruitful for God are ‘honest." 
They listen to really receive help 
and do something about what they 
hear. They have ‘good hearts’—a 
field plowed, prepared and weeded, 
ready to bring forth fruit. When 
they hear the Word they “hold it 
fast''—they are reverent, thought- 
ful and obedient to the Word. Then 
they have the “‘patien.e’ to grow 
Spiritually. It takes patient effort 
and devotion to do that, be sure of 
it (read Luke 21:19 in the R. V.). 

In conclusion, we ask, ‘What then 
shall we do—sow only in the good 
ground?"’ No, let us ask God to 
break up the beaten soil of the way- 
side with the plowshare of His Word. 
Let us deepen the shallow soil, fight 
the weeds and thorns by His grace 
until they give up. Then let us go 
right on sowing the seed ‘tin season 
and out of season"’ (read II Tim. 
4:1-5). 

In all such labors your heart will 
sing with joy because here and there 
you will be privileged to minister 
to “an honest and a good heart'’ 
which will bring ‘‘forth fruit a hun- 
dredfold'’ to the glory of God and 
for the encouragement of His faith- 
ful seed-sower.

WAYS TO KEEP CANNED 
GOODS FROM FREEZING 


AUBURN, Ala,—-H, W. Dear- 
ing, Jr., assistant extension agri- 
cultural engineer, suggests three 
practical ways for farm men and 
women to prevent their canned 
fruits and vegetables from freez- 
ing during the cold winter months, 


One economical method of insu- 
lating a canned goods storage pan- 
try is to apply corrugated card- 
board to the walls and ceiling, A 
very attractive result can be pro- 
duced by tacking the cardboard to 
the wall and placing heavy 
Zummed paper tape over the 
Joints, The pantry can then be 
papered with heavy weight wall 
paper. 

Another method is to place thor- 
oughly dry sawdust in the walls 
and above the ceiling, If the 
overhead ceiling is not tight, it 
would be wise to apply building 
paper above the ceiling to prevent 
the sawdust sifting through the 
cracks, If proper precautions are 
taken against fire, a lantern or 
lamp could be placed in the pantry 
on conditions of extreme low tem- 
peratures, 

At practically no expense, a 
cellar could be excavated under 
most farm homes to provide space 
for storage of canned goods at a 
temperature above freezing,

EFFECT OF EUROPEAN WAR 

Cotton farmers are better pre- 
pared through the marketing quota 
provisions of the AAA Farm Pro- 
fram to protect themselves from 
cffects of the European war today 
than they were during the World 
War, declares A. W. Jones, Ala- 
bama AAA Administrative Officer, 

“Through the adjustment provi- 
sions of the program and market- 
ing quotas, farmers have the 
means to keep the supplies of cot- 
ton in line with demand—some- 
thing they did not have in 1914,” 
he says. “As a result of being 
unable to work cooperatively in 
adjusting production, farmers 
learned then what happened when 
cotton was thrown on an oversup- 
plied market, In 1914-15 the war 
weakened demand for a large 
American crop and caused the 
price to drop from about 12 cents 
to 644 cents. In contrast to this, 
since the European war broke out 
in 1939, the farm price of cotton, 
supported by loans, has actually 
increased slightly, despite a large 
supply.” 

With exports of American cot- 
ton reduced as a result of the 
fresent war and other factors, 
farmers are facing a serious situa- 
tion, he points out. Despite the 
expected increase in domestic con- 
sumption, estimated to be eight 
million or more bales this season, 
less than one-half of the 25-million 
bale world supply of American cot- 
ton will be used this year,

Chicken should be dressed as for 
immediate cooking. Leave the 
skin on or remove it as preferred. 
Trim off excess fat. Divide the 
chicken pieces into three groups, 
the meaty pieces, the bony pieces 
and the giblets. Cook the bony 
Feces to make broth for the can- 
hing liquid, Precook the meaty 
pieces, packing them into the con- 
tainer and can the gibiets sepa- 
vetely because of its distinctive 
color and flavor, 

The recommended way to pre- 
cook chicken to be canned in glass 
1s to spread it in a pan on a rack, 
Chicken canned in tin may be pre- 
cooked in the cans before they are 
Sealed by putting them in a bath 
of boiling water that comes within 
one and one-half to two inches of 
the top of the can. 

Frying is not recommended, as 
canned fried chicken becomes un- 
appetizing, hard and dry and de- 
velops a disagreeable flavor, 
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FARMERS ADVISED TO SAVE 
LESPEDEZA AND KUDZU SEED 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama farm- 
ers are being’ urged to save kudzu 
Seed for home use and lespedeza 
Sericea seed for both home use 
and sale, Unless this is done there 
may be a shortage of kudzu and 
best grade lespedeza sericea seed, 


Main supply of kudzu seed is 
Japan, With the war situation 
srowing more tense, Alabama 
farmers may find themselves 
without such seed unless they 
save their own, Look for these 


Seed on vines growing up off the 
ground on trees, fences, or some 
Similar objects. This year has 
been especially favorable for kudzu 
seed production, especially through 
the Piedmont section around Wedo- 
wee and Roanoke and as far into 
North Alabama as Gunter’s Moun- 
tain in Marshall County, 


Alabama farmers purchase les- 
pedeza seed from neighboring 
Southern States at an annual cash 
outlay which need not be spent 
if farmers would save their own 
seed. In 1940 there was a great 
aemand for number one lespedeza 
sericea seed and in most sections 
this type seed was unavailable, 

Lespedeza sericea seed should be 
harvested immediately after the 
first killing frost and seed should 
be taken from dodder-free plants, 
The 50,000 pounds of seed saved 
in Alabama during 1989 was a 
step in the right direction. 

“Both crops are used for soil 
building, erosion control and hay 
production,” says J. C, Lowery, 
extension agronomist. Experiments 
on kudzu prove it will increase 
yields on certain crops, such as 
corn, sorghum and small grains,

Only through agreement 
and cooperation can changing de- 
velopments be met without fur- 
ther lowering of the South's cash 
income, 

Quotas will not be in effect un- 
less two-thirds of the cotton pro- 
ducers vote fayorably December 7. 
Fuller instructions will be given 
by County Agent Hugh D. Sexton 
before the referendum date.

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CHOCTAWHATCHER BRAY 
BRIDGE OPEN TO TRAFFIC 


DEFUNIAK SPRINGS, Fla, 
Nov, 25.—Doubtless many people 
throughout Alabama will be in- 
terested to know that the bridge 
across Choctawhatchce Bay has 
been completed and is now open to 
traffic, the State road board hay- 
ing taken over the bridge for main- 
tenance under a 20-year lease, The 
ferry which has operated across 
the bay for the past seven yeurs 
made its last trip November 17. 
The new bridge is a beauty, 
stretching for 6,500 yards, or 3,7 
miles across the bay from north 
to south, and new hard road ap- 
proaches at both ends have been 
completed, 

The completion of this bridge

No activities 
are undertaken in any of the coun- 
tries now under German domina- 
tion, Germany refused Red Cross 
assistance at the beginning of hos- 
tilities last year, and for that rea- 
son none of her allies have been 
helped, 

During the annual Roll Call half 
of every $1 membership is retain- 
ed by the local chapter for such 
work here as is needed through 
the year. Of course, with larger 
contributions the local chapter's 
share is increased, For instance, 
should a member wish to contrib- 
ute $5.00, then the local chapter 
would retain $4.50 and send the 
national chapter the other 50c.
